Dr. Leslie C. Cox of Edmonton was 
admitted to the Alberta bar Monday 
morning by his Honor Mr. Justice 
Simmons. Dr. Cox was presented to 
his honor by C. C. McCaul, K.C. 

Mr. McCaul in presenting Dr. Cox 
stated that he had known Dr. Cox 
for some time and in his opinion there 
was no doubt a good future ahead of 
him in the law practice. The educa¬ 
tional attainments of Dr. Cox before 
entering upon the study of the law 
were stressed by the speaker. 

Mr. Justice Simmons highly com¬ 
mented Dr. Cox for taking such a 
high standing academically before en¬ 
tering into the study fo law and hop¬ 
ed that he would do his best to up¬ 
hold the standards of the profession 
in every respect. 

Dr. Cox was born at Bowmanville 
Dnt., and graduated from Toronto 
University, with B.A., degree in 1913.

Court Set Aside 
> Twa Transfers Of 
i Land And Stock 

Chief Justie€r---iia^^^mfiu , e evTTTence < 
in the supreme court on Friday in an 
action by the Bank of Montreal at 
Edgerton (formerly the Merchants I 
Bank) against J. H. Drennan and S. 
H. Drennan. The bank had obtained 
a judgement against J. H. Drennan 
last January, upon a note for $3,000 
and had issued execution, but shortly 
before this was done, the defendant 
had transferred to his brother S. H. 
Drennan, a quarter section of land, 
(the N.W. quarter of 34-47-2-w4th) 
and also 78 head of cattle. In July 
the sheriff made seizure of about 150 
head of cattle, and S. H. Drennan 
claimed these cattle as his as welL 
as the land above mentioned. The 
bank then brought up in court the 
question of the ownership of the cat- 
tie and at the same time moved eo 
set aside the transfer of the land, as 
having been made for the purpose of 
defeating the bank’s claim. 

At the trial both the Drennans, and 
also two^ independent witnesses gave 
purchased the land from his brother 
on November 2 for $1,500, that he 
had purchased the 75 head of cattle 
by bill of sale .on December 10 for 
$2,000; that both 'these purchases were 
for cash, and that the money had 
been paid over in the presence of the 
witnesses. But cross-examination 
revealed other circumstances in con¬ 
nection with both the deals. On the 
whole evidence the chief justice 
found that the alleged purchases 
were not bona fide, but were made 
for the purpose of defeating the claim 
of the bank, and he gave judgement 
accordingly with costs.
